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tions, and were promptly utilized by Lovecraft. In turn,I borrow¬ 
ed the 'Tccronomlcon, which, in its original Arabic, was featured 
in my yarn The R eturn of the Sor c erer . Also, 1 used a quotation 
from the ilc'cronomicon Tor a heading on another tale, The, Nameless 
Offspring. Tsathoggua made his debut in The Tale of Sataropra ,^cir- 
os. and also played some part in The Poor to Saturn and The Seve n 
Geascs. The Coming of tho White v/orm was supposedly a chapter 
from the Book of Eibon; and the bboIT’also featured in Ubbo - Sathl a 
and in The Holiness of A zcderac (which latter story mentioned two 
Lovecraftian deities under the slightly altered names of log- So- 
tot and Kthulhut). Eibon himself ontored prominently into The 
poor of Saturn . All of those underlined titles, then, can be con¬ 
sidered as having more or loss relationship to the Cthulhu J-fythos.

Lovecraft was the author of at least two regularly appearing series of 
articles on astronomical subjects which appeared in newspapers. The 
f-irqt of these was a series of monthly articles ("of about 7p. ms.or 4p 
type") in the Providence Evening Journal , beginning January 1, 1914. 

The second was a series entitled "Mysteries of the Heavens Revealed by 
Astronomy," which appeared in the Asheville (N.C.) Gazette-New^, begin¬ 
ning February 16, 1915, and appearing every Tuesday and Saturday there¬ 
of ter for approximately six weeks. Fourteen parts were announced, al¬ 
though the twice-a-week scedule varied slightly after the first ten in¬ 
stallments .
